Subject: leoiprooal Ag r eeme n t with the British Breadeasting 
Corporation Monitoring Service 


Iforlng the war, the Foreign Broadcast Intelligence Sendee (now a branch 
of the Central Intelligence Creep) had an informal reciprocal agreement with 
theJhmitoriag Service of the British Broadcasting Corporation whereby foreign 
breadcasts intercepted by the two countries would be freely, interchanged. The 
purpose of the agreement was to effect economics by dividing 7 the job of world¬ 
wide monitoring and eliminating unnecessary duplication. Ue British Bread¬ 
easting Corporation is providing us with the product of its Buropean monitoring; 
in return, we are giving them a relatively snail fils ofMiddle asstern 
broadcast material which ie intercepted b our Foreign Broadcast’ Information 
Branch at Cairo. 

Ve understand that the British are interested in equalising the reciprocal 
agreement by having the Foreign Broadcast Information Branch also provide them 
with‘ monitored material from the Ikr last and Latin America i n,ra fachJf#r the 
extensive Buropean service it ie providing this Government \of bur 
listening post in Cairo is quest ionabls. Lebanon, Syria, sn^tt^ypnup vpjgsent 
possible alternates. We desire to enter into a working arrangemenu wnsreby we 
would make available to the British, in London, our product of Tar Bsstem, 

Latin American and Middle Sas^ern monitoring in return for the oontisnatlen of 
the present British Broadcasting Corporation Buropean coverage plus their aid 
in effeoting a transfer from Cairo to a suitable Middle Bast location,, prefer¬ 
ably Cyprus. 

It is proposed that we confer with the State Department to discuss the 
proper procedure to follow in negotiating such an agreement wftfc. :i the British. 

Mr. Bussell K. Shepherd, Chief, Foreign Broadcast Inforratlqn Bpapq^^vill 
represent the Central Intelligence Creep on this matter.
